It is a scan 
of a painting titled "Sanctuary" by 
Edward Barton showing a small 
protected beach in the middle of a 
stormy afternoon. The conversion 
from full 256-colour to grey-scale 
does not do it justice but it 
demonstrates, however, how a 
black and white printer can produce 
a good range of grey tones. 


It is a GIF image of 640 by 480 
pixels in 256 colours. Its file size is 
252,928 bytes. 


It comes from a CD-ROM called 
"GIFs Galore" which contains over 
5000 high resolution pictures, 
mainly in the GIF format. 


This is over 650 megabytes of 
software, and this form of file can 
be used by the Amiga, the 
Macintosh or the IBM clone 
machines.
